Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
state  of  Public  Health  in  the  Urban  District  of  Printon  and 
Walton  for  the  year  1972.  The  Report  includes  that  of  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  same  period.  The  state 
of  Public  Health  in  the  District  remains  satisfactory  as  in 
the  previous  year. 

The  birth  rate  shows  a slight  increase  from  the  previous 
year  at  7.3  per  thousand  live  births.  The  death  rate  at  1C. 8 
per  thousand  of  population  has  declined  and  is  below  the  national 
figure  of  12.1. 

Consideration  of  the  table  showing  causes  of  death 
indicate  that  degenerative  diseases  of  the  heart  and  cerebro- 
vascular condition  remains  the  commonest  cause  of  death.  There 
were  64  cases  of  deaths  due  to  cancer  which  included  17  of  lung 
cancer,  these  figures  approximate  those  of  the  previous  year. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  shows  a very  marked 
decline  since  the  previous  year,  with  only  four  notifications 
including  three  cases  of  measles,  a,s  compared  with  a total  of  82 
for  1971  which  were  principally  measles.  There  were  no  cases 
notified  of  food  poisoning.  There  was  one  fatal  case  due  to 
tuberculosis  in  an  elderly  male. 

Attendances  by  children  at  the  County  Clinics  for 
immunisation  were  maintained  and  a total  of  734  courses  of 
injections  against  infectious  diseases  were  administered.  The 
number  of  vaccinations  against  smallpox  are  seen  to  be  reduced 
this  year,  as  this  v/ork  is  now  carried  out  by  general 
practitioners. 

The  water  supply  from  the  Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks 
Company  remains  satisfactory,  and  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
consumption  during  the  period  under  review  of  some  four  million 
gallons.  Complaints  concerning  discoloration  from  time  to  time 
have  been  dealt  with  by  the  Company  by  flushing  through  the  main 
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distribution  pipes.  A detailed  account  including  analyses 
both  chemical  and  bacteriological  are  given  elsewhere  in  the 
Report. 

This  is  likely  to  be  the  last  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  due  to  the  abolition  of  the 
appointment  in  April,  1974  with  the  re-organisation  of  the 
National  Health  Service.  I would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  accord  my  special  thanks  to  members  of  the 
Council,  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  courtesy  and  support  during  my  years  of 
office  with  the  Printon  and  Walton  Urban  District  Council. 
Mention  should  also  be  made  of  my  secretary,  Miss  Henagulph, 
who  will  finally  retire  in  March  1974 » for  her  devoted  service 
over  25  years,  particularly  with  regard  to  the  preparation  of 
the  Annual  Reports.

Practically  the  whole  of  the  water  supplied  to  the 
Urban  District  ^vas  obtained  from  the  Dedham  Pumping  Station  of 
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the  Tendring  Hundred  Wa,terv7orks  Company,  with  some  assistance 
from  the  Company's  subsidiary  sources  at  Lawford,  Stratford  St. 
Mary  and  Higham, 

The  quantity  of  water  supplied  to  the  Frinton  and 
Walton  district  in  the  12  months  ended  31st  December,  1972, 
amounted  to  233*290  million  gallons,  an  average  daily 
cons\imption  of  0.637  million  gallons,  with  a peak  of  0,968 
million  gallons  per  day. 

The  total  quantity  taken  for  domestic  purposes  during 
the  year  was  198,238  million  gallons,  an  average  daily 
consumption  of  0.542  million  gallons.  The  total  amount  taken 
through  trade  meters  v/as  35*052  million  gallons,  an  average 
daily  consumption  of  0.095  million  gallons. 

The  total  nrunber  of  connections  (domestic  and  trade) 
made  in  the  year  to  the  Company's  mains  in  the  Urban  District, 
amounted  to  23I. 

Approximately  3802,23  metres  of  new  mains  of  4’'>  8" 
and  9”  diameter  have  been  laid  vvithin  the  Frinton  and  Walton 
District  during  the  year. 

In  Kirby  Road,  Walton,  930  metres  of  7”  diameter  mains 
have  been  relaid;  in  Elm  Tree  Avenue,  Frinton,  686  metres  of  4" 
diameter  main  and  64O  metres  of  6"  diemieter  main  have  been 
re laid.

SITiTERAGE  AJID  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  sewage  disposal  works  at  Walt  on-on- the-Ra,ze  and  the 
various  pimping  stations  have  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily  but  the  disposal  of  un-digested  sludge  has 
created  a problem.  At  present,  diy  sludge  is  removed  by 
direct  labour  and  tipped  on  the  Refuse  Disposal  Site. 
Contractors  remove  liquid  sludge  for  disposal,  but  the 
operation  is  costly  and  the  Council  has  instiucted  Consulting 
Engineers  to  prepare  a report  on  the  provision  of  sludge 
digestion  plant  at  the  sev^age  disposal  works. 

BATHING  POOLS 


No  difficulties  arose  during  1972  in  the  operation  of 
two  privately  owned  out-door  bathing  pools.  An  80,000  gallon 
capacity  pool  at  the  Martello  Caravan  Site  in  Walton-on-the- 
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Naze  is  serviced  with  mains  water  which  is  continuously- 
circulated.  At  Frinton-on-Sea  Lawn  Tennis  Club,  a 30,000 
gallon  capacity  pool  of  mains  v/ator  is  provided,  the  water 
being  circulated  at  five  hourly  intervals.  In  both  cases, 
purification  is  by  filtration  and  chlorination.  The 
bacteriological  condition  of  the  water  in  both  pools  was  found 
to  be  satisfactory  when  examined  at  intervals. 

A further  private  bathing  pool  is  imder  construction 
by  the  Parent  Teachers  Association  at  Hamford  County  Primary 
School,  Elm  Tree  Avenue,  Walton-on-the-Naze.  The  Pool, 
approximately  40’  x 20’  x 3%  will  be  supplied  with  mains 
water.  Provision  is  being  made  for  heating  the  vYater. 
Filtration  equipment  and  chemical  treatment  of  the  water  are 
included  in  the  proposals.  The  water  will  be  circulated  at 
four  hourly  intervals. 

PUBLIC  CONVEI'TIENCSS 

The  number  of  public  conveniences  in  the  area  remains 
at  17.  Provision  is  made  for  both  sexes  in  each  convenience 
and  free  hand-washing  facilities  arc  available  as  well  as  wash 
and  brush-up  arrangements  in  the  principal  toilets.

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COUNCIL  UmLINGS 


No  new  dwellings  were  erected  Uy  the  Council  during 
1972,  but  work  was  commenced  on  the  complete  modernization  of  52 
houses  located  in  the  four  Wards  of  the  District.  Improvement 
grants  were  made  by  the  Department  of  the  Environment  in 
respect  of  the  improvements. 

The  design  of  a further  Grouped  Homes  Scheme  in  North 
Street,  Walton-on- the-Naze  was  continued  and  was  nearing 
completion  at  the  end  of  the  year.

It  was  possible  by  tenancy  transfers  to  relieve  the 
\inder- occupation  of  three-bedroom  houses  in  only  three  cases 
during  1972.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  total  number  of 
under-occupied  dwellings  had  increased  to  59 • As  stated  in 

previous  Reports,  there  is  a general  reluctance  on  the  part  of 
most  elderly  tenants  to  remove  from  houses  they  have  long  lived 
in  and  it  is  clear  that  firmer  action  than  persuasion  is 
necessary  to  secure  tenancy  transfers. 


The  Coxmcil  continued  to  manage  on  behalf  of  the 
Greater  London  Council,  74  two-bedroom  bungalovTs  in  the 
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occupation  of  elderly  persons.  No  management  problems  arose 
d\iring  the  year. 


HOUSING  WAITING  LISTS 


During  1972,  1?  families  on  the  Tenancy  Waiting  Lists 
were  re-housod  in  throe-bedroom  dv/ellings  and  one  and  two  bed- 
room Flats  and  Bungalows.  In  addition,  six  tenancy  exchanges 
and  eight  tenancy  transfers  were  arranged. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Waiting  Lists  contained 
the  names  of  I78  applicants  for  Council  Small  Dwellings  and  71 
applicants  for  Council  Houses.

INSPECTIQg  OF  MEAT  ADD  OTHER  FOODS 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  Urban  District, 
the  bulk  of  butchers  meat  sold  locally  being  obtained  from 
wholesale  suppliers.  All  home-killed  meat  is  examined  at  the 
place  of  slaughter.  Meat,  meat  products  and  other  foods 
stored  and  exposed  for  sale  locally  are  subject  to  routine 
inspections  by  the  Council's  Public  Health  Inspectors,  and 
complaints  are  dealt  with  as  they  arise. 

Tlio  following  foodstuffs  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption,  were  voluntarily  surrendered  and  destroyed  by 
burning  at  the  Council's  Refuse  Disposal  Site.

The  position  in  respect  of  the  5 bakeries  remains  as 
reported  in  1971*  Numerous  inspections  of  premises  were  made 
and  miscellaneous  minor  improvements  secured  as  a result  of 
informal  action. 

Efforts  were  continued  to  assist  the  proprietors  of  an 
existing  small,  congested  and  not  very  satisfactory  bakery 
premises  in  Walton-on-the-Naze,  in  finding  an  alternative  site 
suitable  for  the  provision  of  larger  and  modem  accommodation,

The  operation  of  a Retail  liarket  was  commenced  in 
Walton-on-the-Naze  during  1972.  N-umerous  food  stalls  are 
involved  and  regular  inspections  were  made  to  ensure  compliance 
with  the  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles) 
Regulations, 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

A regular  weekly  domestic  refuse  collection  service 
was  maintained  throu^out  the  year.  The  work  is  undertaken 
by  direct  labour  and  three  modem  rear-loading  collection 
vehicles  are  employed,  supplemented  by  an  additional  vehicle 
during  the  holiday  season  when  special  refuse  collections  are 
arranged  at  hotels,  restaurants  and  caravan  sites.  Trade 
refuse  is  collected  and  removed  by  arrangement.  The  refuse 
output  continued  to  increase  and  an  estimated  41»  000  cubic 
yards  of  material  were  removed  during  1972. 

Delivery  of  a new  and  larger  collection  vehicle, 
expected  in  September,  was  delayed  and  is  unlikely  to  be 
delivered  until  the  New  Year, 

A simplified  bonus  scheme  for  the  refuse  collectors 
was  introduced  in  January  and  reviewed  in  July.  The  review 
resulted  in  an  increase  in  bonus  payments  to  all  Operatives 
involved  in  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse,  the 
additional  bonus  being  intended  to  cover  the  increased  work 
load  due  to  new  housing  development  until  October,  1973* 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  semi« 
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controlled  tipping  on  lov/- lying  marshland  at  Kirby-le-Sokon. 

The  site  is  available  at  all  times  to  local  householders  for 
the  free  disposal  of  reject  furniture,  household  equipment  and 
large  articles  which  cannot  be  collected  by  the  refuse 
collectors.  Builders,  contractors,  land  developers  and  others 
make  frequent  and  considerable  use  of  the  site  for  the  disposal 
of  rejects.  Covering  material  is  in  very  short  supply  and  it 
is  necessary  to  use  for  the  purpose  burnt  out  refuse  excavated 
from  the  site. 

STHEET  SCAVEITGING 


The  main  work  of  street  sweeping  is  carried  out  by  a 
Lacre  Mechanical  Sweeping  Vehicle,  supplemented  by  hand  trucks 
in  the  town  centres.  A good  standard  of  carriage-way  cleansing 
is  achieved.  Street  gully  cleansing  is  undertaken  by 
mechanical  means. 

CmC  AMENITIES  ACT.  1967 

As  a result  of  formal  and  informal  action,  a total  of 
57  derelict  or  unwanted  cars  were  removed  for  destruction 
during  the  year.  Hemoval  is  undertaken  by  Contractors  in 
arrangement  with  the  Council.
